We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New 
Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1994,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon 
dated  January  13,  1994. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those 
standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1994,  we  considered  its 
internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on 
the  internal  control  structure. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  establishing 
and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and 
judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  internal 
control  structure  policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  structure  are  to 
provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against 
loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with 
management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial  statements 
in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any 
internal  control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also, 
projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures 
may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and 
operation  of  policies  and  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

For  the  purf)ose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  the  significant  internal  control  structure 
policies  and  procedures  in  the  following  categories: 

Budget 

Cash  and  investments 

Revenue  and  receivables 

Expenditures  for  goods  and  services 

and  accounts  payable 
Payroll  and  related  liabilities 
Debt  and  debt  service  expenditures 
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For  all  of  the  internal  control  structure  categories  listed  above,  we  obtained  an  understanding 
of  the  design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in  operation, 
and  we  assessed  control  risk. 

We  noted  certain  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we 
consider  to  be  reportable  conditions  under  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of 
Certified  Public  Accountants.  Reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating 
to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our 
judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  entity's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and  report 
financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Bixby  Memorial  Library  maintain  no  accounting  records  other  than  a 
checkbook  and  the  related  records  associated  with  that  and  other  bank  accounts.  The  checking 
account  was  not  reconciled  during  the  year. 

A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or 
more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that 
errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the 
normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters 
in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  reportable  conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not 
necessarily  disclose  all  reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above.  However,  we  believe  the  reportable  condition  described  above  constitutes  a  material 
weakness. 

We  also  noted  other  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operations  that 
we  have  reported  to  the  management  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  in  a  separate 
letter  dated  January  13,  1995. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  However,  this  report 
is  a  matter  of  public  record  and  its  distribution  is  not  limited.

I  am  asking 
for  $10,000  more  in  the  gravel  fund  to  try  to  keep  up  with  the 
necessary  wear  and  tear  of  the  gravel  roads. 

This  year  CIP  proposal  is  to  rebuild  half  of  Todd  Road  from 
Poor  Farm  Road  to  the  Transfer  Station  at  a  cost  of  around 
$70,000.00.  I  hope  you  will  support  this  year  project. 
Road  proposed  for  regraveling  this  year  by  me  are  the  rest  of 
Dodge  Hill  Road,  Candlewood  Hill  Road,  Poor  Farm  Road,  and 
repairs  to  hills. 

Equipment  replacement  will  include  a  used  dump  truck  and 
pickup  truck.  The  appropriation  to  be  funded  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  "Replacement  or  Purchase  of  Highway  Equipment".

Ordinance.  Copies  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  forms  for 
applications  and  information  on  filing  fees  and  other  charges 
are  available  at  the  Town  Offices. 

The  1994  Board  consisted  of  Guy  A.  Swenson,  Jr.,  Chairman, 
Herbert  A.  Fincher,  Vice-chairman,  Richard  S.  Mikula,  Clerk, 
Richard  Kiczek  and  Charles  Onasch.  Alternates  were  Gemma 
Dreher,  Dean  L.  Mottard  and  Mary  Frances  Carey.  Demetria  A. 
McKaig  served  as  recording  secretary. 

During  1994  the  Board  dealt  with  one  application  for  a 
variance,  one  application  for  a  special  exception  and  two 
matters  involving  the  interpretation  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  are  scheduled  for 
the  second  Thursday  of  each  month.  Lack  of  business  resulted 
in  the  cancellation  of  nine  of  the  meetings  scheduled  for 
1994.

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FRANCE STOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 

In  the  spring,  the  Board  voted  to  undertake  the  development 
of  a  new  and  updated  Master  Plan  with  a  targeted  completion 
date  of  March,  1996.   Numerous  workshops  were  held  where 
Board  members  and  townspeople  in  attendance  worked  in  groups 
to  develop  a  questionnaire  to  help  determine  how  residents 
and  non-residents  feel  about  our  town  in  general,  land  use 
regulations  and  current  planning  issues.   In  November,  the 
questionnaires  were  distributed  door  to  door.   The  household 
return  rate  for  residents  was  84%,  for  non-residents  26%, 
and  overall  65%!   This  is  an  unusually  high  rate  of  return 
and  we  thank  all  of  you,  as  well  as  the  volunteers,  for 
making  it  possible.   The  results  of  the  survey,  which  are 
expected  to  be  ready  in  early  March,  along  with  public 
participation  at  workshops  and  hearings  to  be  held 
throughout  the  coming  year,  will  provide  some  of  the  basic 
building  blocks  for  the  new  plan. 

In  addition  to  your  continuing  input  during  the  master 
planning  process,  we  also  need   your  support  for  Warrant 
Article  #3  which  will  appropriate  funds  to  engage  the 
services  of  the  Southwest  Regional  Planning  Commission. 
Although  Board  members  are  doing  a  great  deal  of  work 
themselves  -  designing  the  computer  data  base  for  compiling 
questionnaire  results,  tabulating  data,  interviewing  town 
departments,  etc.  -  the  increasing  complexity  of  state 
requirements  and  the  time  demands  make  outside  assistance 
necessary.   The  Board  believes  that  it  can  develop  the  new 
plan  in  such  a  way  that  it  can  be  updated  on  an  ongoing 
basis,  section  by  section,  thus  avoiding  the  need  for  this 
magnitude  of  expenditure  in  the  future. 

In  other  master  planning  activities,  the  Board  approved  two 
two-lot  subdivisions  -  Currier  on  Champage  Road  and  Cram's 
Inn  on  the  Second  New  Hampshire  Turnpike  South  -  resulting 
in  a  net  increase  of  two  lots.   Two  annexations  were  also 
approved  -  Hamel /Thompson  and  Walsh/Walsh  -  and  one 
application  for  a  three  lot  subdivision  on  Todd  Road  was 
rejected  as  incomplete.

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FRANCESTOWN'S  SIX  YEAR  (1995-2000) 
CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM 


The  Town's  Capital  Improvement  Plan  (CIP),  which  was  updated 
in  January  of  1995,  serves  three  basic  functions: 

1.  First  and  foremost,  the  CIP  is  a  valuable  planning 
tool  which  should  help  the  Town  to  anticipate, 
coordinate  and  manage  its  capital  expenditures. 

2.  The  CIP  will  provide  part  of  the  basis  for 
developing  an  impact  fee  system  which  will  require  a 
developer,  under  certain  circumstances,  to  offset  some 
of  the  increased  cost  to  the  Town  necessitated  by  his 
project . 

3.  The  CIP  will  be  essential  for  the  development  of  any 
growth  management  ordinances,  if,  in  the  future, the 
Town  should  determine  growth  management  to  be 
necessary . 

The  changes  to  the  1995  CIP  are  due  primarily  to  changes  in 
costs,  rather  than  to  rescheduling  of  projects.   Costs  for 
the  reconstruction  of  Todd  Road  are  $20,000  -  and  the  cost 
of  the  new  Fire  Department  tanker   are  $10,000  -  more  than 
anticipated . 

If  the  ballot  article  changing  the  school  funding  formula  is 
passed,  it  is  recommended  that  a)    a    new  project  -  $10,000  of 
ballfield  improvements  -  be  raised  from  reserves,  and  b)  a 
$5,500  hazardous  waste  day  project  be  deferred  a  year. 

Specifics  of  the  1995  CIP  as  recommended  by  the  Planning 
Board  are    listed  in  Column  2  of  Exhibit  1  on  the  next  page. 
Also  included  in  Exhibit  1  are  the  warrants  as  actually 
proposed  by  the  departments.  Footnotes  indicate  whether  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee  recommend 
approval  of  a  particular  warrant  article. 

The  CIP  is  prepared  -  and  this  summary  is  provided  -  to 
assist  you  in  your  decision  making  at  Town  Meeting.  If  you 
would  like  a  copy  of  the  complete  plan  or  have  any  questions 
about  the  plan  and  how  it  is  prepared,  please  contact  the 
Planning  Board.

The  Road  Improvement  Program  Sub-Committee  was  established 
in  May  of  1989  by  the  Planning  Board  to  help  develop  a  long 
term  road  improvement  program  for  inclusion  in  the  Capital 
Improvement  Program. 

PURPOSE : 

1.  To  recommend  an  appropriate  sum  of  money  to  be 
spent  each  year  to  improve  the  roads  of 
Francestown . 

2.  To  recommend  a  6  year  plan  of  roads  to  be 
improved,  listing  roads  and  work  to  be  done  on 
each. 

FUNDING  RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1.  To  continue  the  policy  that  the  full  cost  of  all 
road  improvement  projects  be  raised  by  warrant 
article  stating  location  and  scope  of  each 
project . 

2.  To  continue  funding  the  capital  reserve 
established  for  future  road  improvements  by 
appropriating  $10,000  in  1995. 

RECOMMENDED  PLAN: 

(Subject  to  annual  review  and  update) 

Year 

1995  Reconstruction  (Excavation,  drainage  and  re-surfacing) 
of  Todd  Road  and  entrance 
from  Poor  Farm  Road  and  proceeding  for  approximately 
1/2  mile  to  the  transfer  and  recycling  station. 
(Reference  to  left  and  right  sides  is  proceeding  from 
Poor  Farm  Road  toward  the  transfer  station.) 
Specifications  are  for  a  22  foot  wide  road  way  with  a 
minimum  of  18  feet  of  paved  surface.   It  is  planned  to 
complete  this  project  without  disturbing,  in  any  way 
(trees,  slopes,  walls,  ^etc),  the  left  side  of  the 
present  roadway  beyond  the  existing  ditch  line.  The 
work  consists  of :

d)  place  12  inches  of  bank  run  gravel  plus 
6  inches  of  crushed  gravel  surface  -  22 
feet  wide  for  the  entire  length  of 
project . 

e)  repave  entire  length  of  project  with  pug 
mill  mix  with  a  minimum  of  18  feet 
width. 

f)  clean  up,  mulch  and  seed  all  disturbed 
areas . 

1996  Reconstruct  Todd  Road  (Phase  2)  from  Pleasant  Pond  Road 
to  transfer  station  in  order  to  have  improved  access  to 
the  transfer  station  from  two  directions. 

1997  -  The  balance  of  proposed  annual  projects  will  be 

reviewed  after  the  results  of  the  master  plan 
questionnaires  have  been  tabulated  and  reviewed. 

We  note  with  sadness  the  passing  of  Donald  Hoyt  who  had  been 
a  valuable  member  of  the  sub-committee  since  its 
establishment  in  1989.   His  guidance  will  be  missed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIAN  -  1994 

The  population  of  Francestown  was  1212. 

There  were  919  registered  voters;  373  Republican,  195 
Democratic,  2  Libertarian,  and  349  Independent. 

There  were  25  building  permits  issued;  5  residential,  5 
additions,  4  garages,  3  porches,  2  barns,  2  decks,  3  sheds, 
and  1  screen  house. 

The  Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  organized 
the  77th  Labor  Day  Celebration.  The  parade  theme  was  "Welcome 
Back  Crotched  Mountain",  FIHS  crafted  and  donated  the 
"Francestown  1772"  town  signs  which  are  located  at  the  town 
lines  on  the  4  main  routes  into  town.  The  Society  donated 
$200  towards  the  replacement  of  the  flagpole  on  the  town 
common.  FIHS  leased  the  recreation  area  to  the  town  in  May. 
The  Town,  working  with  the  Recreation  Commission  and  dozens  of 
volunteers,  began  work  to  expand  work  to  expand  the 
facilities.  The  ballfield  was  renovated,  hard  surface  court 
was  paved  and  a  soccer  field  was  installed.  FIHS  looked  into 
the  possibility  of  purchasing  the  former  Arthur  Lord  home  on 
Main  Street  and  needs  to  determine  whether  the  building  can  be 
moved  to  a  nearby  location  at  a  cost  the  Society  can  manage. 

The  Old  Meeting  House  had  259  members,  including  50  lifetime 
members,  in  1994.  The  endowment  fund  was  continued  with  dues 
received  from  the  lifetime  membership  program.  Earnings  from 
this  fund  will  support  ongoing  operating  and  maintenance 
costs.  OMH  received  a  challenge  grant  of  $15,000  from  the 
Frank  Stanley  Beveridge  Foundation  of  Boca  Raton,  Florida.  In 
order  to  receive  the  $15,000  an  additional  $50,000  must  be 
raised  by  December  1,  1996.  A  1906  Sohmer  grand  piano  was 
donated  by  Monadnock  Music  and  OMH  restored  the  internal 
components  including  the  soundboard  and  new  hammers.  External 
lights  were  installed  in  the  bell  tower  of  the  OMH. 

Events  sponsored  by  OMH  included;  pianist  Virginia  Eskin  with 
an  exhibit  of  stencilling  and  paintings  by  Carolyn  Mac  Ewen 
and  weaving  by  Bess  Ann  Triplett  and  Helen  Roehrig;  The  Blue 
Hill  Kickers  and  The  Pony  Express  country  western  bands  with 
a  hooked  rug  exhibit  by  Rhoda  Burden  and  Frank  Hanchett;  and 
The  New  Black  Eagle  Jazz  Bank  with  an  exhibit  of  paintings  by 
Jesse  Pollack,  Carol  Russell  and  Pat  Swan. 

Other  events  held  at  OMH  included:  4  weddings,  2  memorial 
services,  a  joint  church  service  between  the  Community  Church 
and  the  Unitarians,  the  annual  Monadnock  Music  Concert,  annual 
Labor  Day  Vespers,  a  recital  by  the  "Strolling  Strings",  and 
3  Red  School  programs.  In  addition,  23  artisans  exhibited 
during  the  Labor  Day  open  house. 

The  Community  Church  of  Francestown  had  111  members.  Rev. 
Keta  Jones  served  as  minister  of  the  church.  The  church 
installed  a  new  sound  system  in  1994.  A  youth  group  was 
organized  for  7th  through  12th  graders.  The  food  pantry  was 
in  operation.  The  church  was  proud  that  they  were  able  to 
double  their  mission  giving  in  1994.   Other  church  activities 
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included;  MOM  playgroup.  Women's  Guild,  Senior  luncheons  on 
the  2nd  Wednesday  of  the  month.  Vacation  Bible  School  in 
August,  the  5th  Annual  Fall  Festival  in  October,  Blanket 
Sunday  in  May,  and  the  Crop  Walk. 

The  Oak  Hill  Grange  had  40  members  including  8  Golden  Sheaf 
members.   PTA  President  Anna  Stein  was  honored  at  the  Citizen 
Award  Night.   The  Grange  sponsored  "Meet  the  Candidates  Night 
in  February. 

The  Grange  donated  3  lap  robes  to  the  Souhegan  Nursing 

Association.   They  also  made  a  contribution  towards  the  new 

town  flagpole  and  made  a  donation  to  benefit  the  Hackett 
family  after  they  lost  their  home  to  fire. 

The  Francestown  Red  School  had  an  enrollment  of  117  students 
for  the  year  ending  June  1994.  The  school  served  grades  K 
through  4th. 

Francestown  Community  Pre-School  was  in  operation  serving  area 
towns.  They  ran  programs  for  3  year  olds  and  for  4  year  olds 
and  had  a  total  enrollment  of  18  students. 

The  Community  Theater  concentrated  their  efforts  on  recruiting 
more  area  people  for  their  group.  They  are  planning  a  spring 
1995  production. 

The  Francestown  Food  Coop  has  been  in  continuous  operation  for 
20  years  now  and  met  at  the  Town  Hall  twice  a  month  in  1994. 

The  Explorers  have  5  members  ages  14  through  18  years.  They 
have  been  training  with  the  Francestown  Volunteer  Fire 
Department  and  responding  to  calls  with  them. 

There  were  29  boys  participating  in  the  Tiger  and  Cub  Scout 
Troops.  Senior  Girl  Scouts  had  3  members,  Cadettes  6  members 
and  Brownies  had  24  members. 

The  year  1994  began  with  record  low  temperatures  and  record 
high  snowf al 1 . 

In  May,  residents  were  able  to  witness  a  once  in  a  lifetime 
event,  the  annular  eclipse  of  the  sun. 

The  Red  School  Playground  was  completed  in  June  with  the  help 
of  3  dozen  volunteers. 

Crotched  Mountain  Ski  Area  was  sold  at  auction  in  June  thanks 
to  hard  work  and  dedication  by  town  resident  Dean  Lizotte. 
The  local  community  looks  forward  to  the  anticipated  reopening 
of  the  area  the  end  of  1995. 

In  November,  O.Alan  Thulander  won  the  vote  for  State 
Representative  District  6,  serving  Francestown,  New  Boston, 
and  Weare. 

Francestown  Elementary  School  was  on  the  list  of  district 
schools  needing  major  improvements. 
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To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  residents  who  served  in  the  armed 
forces  were;  Navy  -  Scott  Place,  USAF  -  Richard  Arthur  Kiczek, 
USAF  Nurse  Corps  -Sylvia  J.  Johnson,  National  Guard  -  Tim 
Ainsworth. 

Francestown  felt  the  loss  of  several  residents  in  1994. 
January  14,  1994  Norman  Stewart,  a  longtime  Francestown 
resident  served  in  the  Navy  during  WWII,  was  a  town  police 
officer  for  26  years.  Chief  of  Police  for  17  years.  Chief  of 
the  Francestown  Volunteer  Fire  Department  for  25  years. 

February  3,  1994  -  Kent  S.  Pitchard  had  lived  in  town  for  20 
years.  He  worked  for  D.H.  Hardwick  &  Son  Inc.  and  was  also 
self  employed  as  a  builder. 

July  7,  1994  -  Donald  E.  Hoyt ,  a  lifelong  resident  was  a 
former  Selectmen  a  member  of  the  Francestown  Volunteer  Fire 
Department  for  50  years  and  a  Deputy  Fire  Warden  for  many 
years.  He  served  on  the  Highway  Safety  Committee  and  the 
Roads  Commission.  He  was  active  in  the  Oak  Hill  Grange  and 
was  a  past  Master. 

July  20,  1994  -  John  Kelly,  a  Navy  Veteran  of  WWII  was 
employed  for  more  than  36  years  by  NE  Telephone  Co.  and  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Fourth  Degree  Knights  of  Columbus. 

September  13,  1994  -  Benjamin  M.  Loz ,  infant  son  of  Michael 
and  Janice  Loz. 

September  18,  1994  -  Priscilla  Davis  Clark,  a  longtime 
resident  was  a  seamstress,  member  of  Monadnock  Quilters  Guild 
and  Piscataquag  Quilters  Guild,  member  of  the  Community 
Church,  and  enjoyed  the  outdoors. 

October  2,  1994  -  Marjorie  F.  Onasch  held  a  Masters  Degree  in 
Education,  began  her  career  in  a  one  room  schoolhouse,  taught 
i  Illinois  and  Massachusetts  and  worked  as  a  reading 
consultant  in  Connecticut  until  her  retirement. 

October  20,  1994  -  Arthur  Ellis  Sr.,  a  technical  sergeant  in 
the  Signal  Corps  during  WWII,  also  worked  as  a  machinist  and 
was  a  photographer  for  several  years  on  the  Francestown  Labor 
Day  Committee. 

October  22,  1994  -  Donald  A.  Marsden  served  in  the  Army  during 
WWII,  worked  in  advertising,  was  a  volunteer  fireman,  served 
as  Town  Treasurer  for  19  years  and  was  Treasurer  of  many  other 
local  organizations. 

All  will  be  greatly  missed  by  the  community.

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1994  Public  Assistance  Administrator's  Report 

There  were  relatively  few  inquiries  for  assistance.  Most  residents,  exploring  their 
options,  decided  not  to  follow  through  and  make  application  for  assistance  from 
the  Town.  Has  the  local  economy  improved,  have  folks  learned  to  live  with  less, 
or  have  tlie  economically  stressed  already  been  forced  to  move  on?  We  really 
need  to  explore  tliis  to  make  sure  everyone  is  being  provided  for. 

There  are  many  programs  available  to  residents  that  may  be  under-utilized. 
Food  Stamps,  Fuel  Assistance  and  Meals  On  Wheels  are  only  a  few  of  the  many 
established  services  that  residents  may  meet  the  qualifications.  To  use  these 
services  one  not  need  to  qualify  for  assistance  through  the  Town.  If  anyone 
needs  additional  information  about  these  programs,  please  contact  me. 

At  tlie  1993  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  that  up  to  $500  of  discretionary  funds 
could  be  spent  to  make  sure  everyone,  not  just  those  on  public  assistance,  would 
have  a  Cliristmas.  Although  money  was  available  there  were  no  town  funds 
expended  us  two  local  organizations  generously  gave  -  the  Masons  and  the 
Eastern  Stai"  -  enabling  the  purchase  of  food  gift  certificates,  holiday  plants  and 
turkeys. 

Again,  if  you  would  like  to  make  donations  to  others  in  tovm,  please  contact  me 
in  advance.  Also,  altliougli  donations  of  used  clothing  and  furniture  is 
sometimes  needed  in  emergency  situations,  usually  this  office  cannot  place  these 
items.  To  participate  in  holiday  gi\ang,  please  do  a  Mttie  pre-planning.  Unless 
an  emergency  anses,  offers  to  donate  a  few  days  before  a  major  holiday  cannot 
be  adequately  addressed  as  often  deliveries  have  ali'eady  been  made.

HOUSEHOLD  HAZARDOUS  WASTE  COLLECTION  DAY 

Francestown  participated  iji  a  Household  Hazai'dous  Waste  Collection  Day  with 
the  Town  of  New  Boston  in  June.  $6,500  had  been  appropriated  for  this  effort 
through  a  warrant  article  at  tlie  1994  Town  Meeting.  Our  actual  costs  were 
$4,1 13.45,  returning  $2,386.55  to  the  general  fluid. 

Joining  forces  witli  New  Boston's  established  annual  event  provided  us  tlie 
opportunity  to  detennine  levels  of  interest  and  need  for  the  collection,  but  at  a 
much  lower  expense  than  hosting  our  own.  It  is  now  apparent  that  a  periodic 
need  for  this  collection  exists.  Although  residents  had  to  travel  the  4.6  miles  to 
the  New  Boston  Transfer  Station,  sLxty-sLx  (66)  Francestown  households  made 
the  trip  willingly,  yielding  556  gallons  of  H.H.W.  (average  8.42  gal./household)! 
This  resulted  in  an  unusually  high  participation  rate  of  16.5%....  Most  collection 
participation  rates  are  less  than  10%. 

The  Solid  Waste  Commission  wishes  to  sincerely  thank  our  Conservation 
Commission  for  co-sponsoring  the  project.  Tlie  CC  helped  to  promote  the  event 
and  provided  tlie  majority  of  volunteers  at  the  collection  site.  Special  thanks  go 
to  Connie  Vamum  for  her  entliusiastic  dedicalion  to  tlic  project  to  involve  and 
educate  the  elementary  school  children.  Wonderiul  posters  announcing  the 
event  were  created.  Thanks  also  to  oui"  Cub  Scouts  for  marking  the  route  to  the 
collection  site  with  hehum  balloons. 

We  on  tlie  Commission  feel  stiongly  tliat  a  commitment  to  an  annual  HHW 
collection  may  be  a  necessary  component  of  a  responsible,  total  waste 
management  program  for  Francestown.  In  order  to  best  determine  the  needs  of 
the  commuiuty  a  warrant  article  requests  $5,500.  for  a  1995  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  collection.
